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1. The purpose of the visit of TUNG Pi-wu and the Chinese Communist Government 
Comni3sion under him is not only to take over former nationalist Government 
properties and inspect the local situation*, but also to review the cases 
of former officials of the Nationalist Government who are available to v/ork 
for the Communist Government. If any are considered surged of their old 
ideology or can be re-educated they will be employed.

sub-office of the area, The organisation operates as a check on the ideas 
and .^tivitles of all members with emohasis on long intimidating conver- 
sations with any suspicious persons. There is a feeling amon c the People 
that this is the basis of an all-inclusive system for the control of the 
population and even of their thoughts. 

3. A parallel organisation le called the -aw wel tsu ) which has an 

elected head who is responsible for passing complaints Aid suggestions up to 
the authorities and gees that orders are known and obeyed. 

4. Workers of the two organisations are very much overburdened with taking census, 
checking and rearranging street numbers, and investigating the class and eco- 
nomic status of the residents of their areas* They are also required to attend 
two daily meetings, often totaling over four hours. 


/ 5* ^hese workers are naive, stunid and suspicious, but they are easily over- 

whelmed by the feeling that they are out of their depth. They are charac- 
teristically afraid of the unfavorable reaction of their superiors. A typi- 
cal team consists of a young well .-indoctrinated Communist Party representa- 
tive, not usually a former resident of the area; and one young former resi- 
dent, relatively Passive and often a former low-level Nationalist govern- 
ment fseabiwr* win*, applied 16* the position
